Physical examinations were given 


Monday to members of the Hope High 
School automobile driver's class un- 
der the direction of William McComb, 
managing director of the Arkansas 
Automobile Club, Inc., MJSS Pearl 
Downs, also of the A. A. A., and Lieu- 
tenant John Hendrix of the Arkansas 
Slate Police force. 


The Hope class, taught under the 


direction of James L. Pilkinton, fac- 
ulty member, is composed of 24 stu- 
dents. Mr. Pilkinloii was given a 
.special training course at Little Rock 
.several months ago. 


Students were tesled Monday for re- 


action of time, accuracy of vision, 
breath of vision and grip. 


This work consists of 20 hours of 


class work, 32 hours of field work in 
which eight hours are spent behind 
tho steering wheel of an automobile. 


Tho course counts one-half point to- 


ward graduation—and permits students 
lo obtain driver's license without an 
examination. This work was introduc- 
ed in schools of the state through co- 
operation of the Arkansas Automobile 
Club, Inc., a non-profit and state-wide 
service 
organization, 
the Arkansas 


Stale Police, and Ihe Slate Department 
of Education. 


Following the physical tests, a street 


in Hope will be roped off where vari- 
ous tests will be made in field work.

Arkansas Automobile club is able to render further assistance to the high 
schools of the state that have introduced automobile driving and traffic effic- 
iency instruction as a part of the curriculum fro the second scmcsler of this 
school year by physical testing for the students. 


The course in automobile driving for®

the high school students of the 15-year 
level has been instituted in 23 high 
schools in Arkansas under the spon- 
soring of tho Arkansas Automobile 
club, in, co-operation with the Stale 
Department of Education, the State Po- 
lice Department and the American 
Automobile Association. 
The teachers 


in these 23 high schools took a course 
in automobile driving teachers training 
at Little Hock in the offices of the 
Arkansas Automobile club in January. 


William McComb, managing director 


of 
the Arkansas Actomobile club, 


states that the indications are that be- 
tween 450 and 500 students in the 23 
high schools in all sections of the 
stale will be enrolled for the course, 
which consists of 20 clock hours class- 
room work and 32 hours of field work 
in the automobile, eight hours of 
which each student must be behind the 
wheel.

Paving of Local 
Highways Is Urged

Charges Discrimination, 


in Kiwanis Speech 


A casual glance at an Arkansas road 


jnap shows that southwest .Arkansas 
has not received its proper and right- 
ful share of hard-surfactcd roads, 
James H. Pilkinton, civil government 
instructor of Hope High School, told 
the Hope Kiwanis club Tuesday noon. 


Mr. Pilkinton spoke on the promo- 


tion of additional paved roads for this 
section of the stale—and also urged 
lax-free legislation to encourage new 
induslries to locale within the bord- 
ers of Arkansas. 


"You can go north of the Arkansas 


river and find that portion of the state 
has paved roads running in all di- 
rections-. Here in Hempstead county 
we find only one paved road—the 
Broadway of America. 


"We are paying the same amount of 


taxes that citizens of northern Arkan- 
sas pay—yet we are not getting our 
share of hard-surfaced roads. 


"Cilizens of this seclion should join 


hands and demand that the highway 
from Nashville leaunig through Hope 
and thence to Camden be paved in the 
near future. 


"At the same time we should work 


for the paving of Highway 29 from 
Hope to the Louisiana line. There is 
more traffic over these two roads in a 
single month than over some of the 
hard-surfaced roads north of the Ar- 
kansas river in a whole year," Mr. 
Filkinlon declared. 


"Tax-free legislation to encourage 


new industries to locate in southwest 
Arkansas—or any part of the state—is 
another worthwhile project. 


"The system of Arkansas taxation is 


driving industries to other stales. They 
arc locating all around Arkansas—but 
not inside the stale. 


"Louisiana has a tax system that ex- 


empts certain types of new industries 
for a 10-year period. This is a great 
inducement fur new business establish- 
ments—it gives them an opportunity 
to get started. After the first 10 years 
the industries then are taxed to car- 
ry their share of the load ill operat- 
ing the government. 


"A similar tax-free system for new 


industries would bring new concerns 
inside of Arkansas, would increase 
payrolls and in general would help 
everyone." Mr. Pilkinson said.

for $434,060 


MARION, Ark.-M'i-Stnle Bank Ex- 


aminer Albert Sims filed an inventory 
of the closed Bank of Marion in Crit- 
tenden Chancery Court Monday in 
which he reported the hank bad a to- 
tal of 720 notes on loans amounting 
to $-l3-l,060.GO, but the document did not 
reveeal what security the bank held on 
these loans. 


Sims said in the inventory that W. 


B. Rhodes, cashier, who shot himself 
to death 30 minutes after he resigned 
Febrcary 5, made many loans to him- 
self and friends. 


The inventory said that more than 


$85,0(K) worth of public money was de- 
posited in the bank, including $51,000 
by County Treasurer C. G. Barton, 
53,022.78 by the Arkansas Revenue De- 
partment, and $25,000 by State Treas- 
urer Earl Page. J. C. McCaa, county 
and circuit clerk, had $11,253.64 on de- 
posit.

The report said Rhodes had insur- 


ance policies of varying amounts. List- 
ed as assets not carried on the books 
in the inventory was $30,000 worth of 
insurance on Rhodes' life, payable to 
the bank. The report said the insur- 
ance was taken out Jancary 6, 1937, 
and had n two-year suicide clause. Pol- 
icies found at the bank on Rhodes' 
life totaled approximately $100,000, of- 
ficials said, $3'l, of which, payable to 
the wife, is not affected by suicide.
